CANADIANS WHO WANT FREER TRADE. 


Startling Declarations Made in Both 
Branches of the Ontario Legisiature, 

Orrawa, Ont., Feb. 29.— Special. ]—Infthe 
debate in the Senate today, ou the speech 
from the throne, the Hon. Mr. Boulton, a 
Manitoba Senator, formerly an Imperial Fed- 
erationalist. denounced Premier Abbott for 
not properly reorganizing the Cabinet after the 
scandal disclosures. He attributed the stag- 
nation of busimess to the national policy of 
protecuon. He urged free trade as the only 
remedy. 

In the House Macdonnell of Huron present- 
ed a petition from his constituents praying for

Senator Stanford Introduces a Bill to That 
Effect in the Senate,

TALKED OF RAILROAD OWNERSHIP, 


Aldace F. Walker Addresses the Plymouth 
Club on Government Control. 

Aldace F. Walker, Chairman of the West- 
ern Traffic Association and a former member 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
read a paper on The Government Control 
of Railways before the Plymouth club at 
Plymouth Church last night. He said that 
freight rates had been uced three-fourths 
during the last twenty years owing to system. 
In spite of that fact railroading had not 
reached its highest development because of a 
lack of system in the railwa ay world as a whole. 
There was nothing to bind together the 600 
railway organizations in the country. The 
diversity of interests led to complications and 
abuses. Mr. Walker gave a review of the argu- 
ments made in favor of government control 
by the Farmers’ Alliance, dealers in stocks 
and securities, and railroad men. He showed 
that many of the arguments of the Alliance peo- 
ple were foolish, Those dealing in stocks and 
bonds, he said, claimed that railroad securi- 
ties would be improved under government 
control and made as safe as government bonds. 
Mr. Walker ‘said many railroad 
men were in favor of government 
control bevause the present tendency of legis- 
lation was uncertain and dangerous to the 
companies. He cited Iowa as a State where 
railroad building had virtually ceased because 
tne government had. hampered the man 
ment. In conclusion, Mr. Walker gave as 
opinion that a constitutional 9 
would be necessary before the roads could be 
turned over to the government.

Tun Supreme Court handed down a decision 
yesterday to the effect that the points raised in 
behalf of Anarchists Schwab and Fielden by 
their counsel, Ben Butler and Mr. Salomon, 
were not well taken. It is doubtful whether 
any one except Mr. Salomon expected any- 
thing else. The prisoners themselves did not. 

It claimed for them that the State Su- 
preme Court had no jurisdiction to pass sen- 
tence of death on the prisoners and fix the date 
of execution, and that, if it had such jurisdic- 


tion it could only be exercised lawfully by 


having the prisoners personally present when 
sentence was pronounced. It was aseerted 
also that these men had not had the equal 
protection of the laws” guaranteed by the 
fourteenth amendment to the Constitution. 
It was claimed that one of them was a citizen 
of Prussia and another ot Great Britain, and 
that by the treaties with those countries their 
subjects resident here were promised that 
‘equal protection of the laws.” Some other 
points of less weight were also raised. 

The Supreme Court is unanimous in its 
declaration that the Illinois Supreme Court 
did not pronounce a death sentence in these 
cases—that was done by the trial court. The 
court says further that the personal presence 
of a defendant in the State Supreme Court 
when it affirms a judgment sentencing him to 
death is not necessary, is required neither 
by reason, publie policy, nor due process 
of law.“ 

The decision ends the Schwab-Fielden case 
as far as the courts are concerned. Nothing 
but Executive clemency can ever release the 
prisoners alive from the Joliet Penitentiary. - 


SENATOR PALMER’S PRESIDENTIAL BID. 
In the course of his address to the Demo- 
cratic Central committee of his home county 
of Sangamon, Saturday, Senator Palmer said: 
“T have never aspired to the Presidency.“ 
That statement was not strictly correct. The 
Senator cannot have forgotten that just about 
twenty years ago he was living in hopé that he 
would get the Presidential nomination of the 
Liberal Republican convention at Cincinnati. 
His term of office as Governor was about ex- 
piring. He had had his quarrel with Grant 
and had left the Republican party and was 
ready to receive a new office from some other 
organization. His friends and subordinates 
worked hard to get the Cincinnati nomination 
for him, and had strong hopes that he might 
slip in. He was well aware of their efforts. 

What the Senator has to say about his 
Presidential ambitions in 1892 must be read 
in the light of the fact thas he was a candidate 
in 1872 and that once a candidate always a 
candidate. Of course he wants the nomina- 
tion, in spite of his age, and he intends to get, 
if possible, a solid delegation from Illinois in 
order to give him a boost. 

The substance of his speech was that the 
Democrats must come West for a candidate; 
that they had bestowed the honor on New 
York for a great many years, but had found 
that it did not pay. The time had come for 
them, he said, to cultivate new and more 
fertile fields in the Northwest—not in 
Indiana, however, for Gray lives there; nor 
in Iowa, twice carried by the Democrats, be- 
cause Gov. Boies lives there; but in Illinois, 
because Palmer lives there. He said that this 
State was the center of the Northwest, sur- 
rounded by Indiana, Michigan, Iowa, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, and Missouri, and did not 
depend on New York for a candidate. 

The Senator told the committeemen that 
Illinois, being no longer dependent on New 
York, should go to the Democratic National 
convention knowing that it wanted the Presi- 


for Palmer. But, said he, if you wait 
till the convention meets before making con- 
clusions you will go there weak and accom- 
plish nothing.“ Consequently when the State 
convention meets an attempt will be made to 
have the delegates instructed for Palmer, and 
there is good reason to judge that it will be 
successful, 

If Senator Palmer were as free from aspira- 
tions as he professes to be, he would have 
wound up his advice, which is good as far as 
it goes, by notifying the Illinois Democrats 
that they must not present his name to the 
convention—bercause of his age, if for no 
other reason. He is right in his statement 
that it is not necessary for the Demacrats to 
take their candidate from New York. He is 
correct in his observation to his fellow-Dem- 
ocrats of Illinois if they send a harmonious 
delegation to the convention they will have 
far more influence in its deliberations than if 
they sent a divided one. But since he began 
by saying that he had no aspirations for the 
Presidency and was not seeking it, why did 
not he close by suggesting the names of some 
good men in the West, around one of whom 
the Illinois Democrats might rally? 

Because he has strong hopes that the nomi- 
nation will fall to himself, ard from this time 
on, now that Cleveland seems to be getting out 

of the field, he will work for the office. 


THE COSTLY WATER POWER OF THE 
DRAINAGE CRANES. 

A Cooley organ urges the Drainage Trustees 
to select this week the route between Willow 
Springs and Lockport, recommended by Chief 
Engineer Williams in his report, so that work 
on the rock excavating may be begin in about 
sixty days. It says that one of the great ad- 
vantages resulting from the adoption of the 
Williams route is that— 

The Sanitary District will own the best mill 
sites and control the steadiest and most reliable 
water power in the Northwest. There will bea 
fall of 300,000 cubic feet of water some thirty- 
three feet, which will furnish 18,000 horse-power. 
Ultimately the amount of water to be discharged 
through the channel will be 600,000 cubic feet, 
affording twice the power. The smaller amount 
will bring a revenue of at least $180,000 a year. 
This power is secured’ without any additional ex- 
penditure, except that for short flumes and pipes 
to conduct water to the wheels. 


The engineer estimates that the water power 
resulting from a flow of 600,000 cubic feet per 
minute would be $360,000 a year, which, cap- 
italized at 5 per cent, would represent $7,200,- 
000. 

But while the organ and the engineer give 
these glowing figures regarding the yearly in- 
come to be derived from the water power to 
be created by the district, they will give no 
figures as to what it will cost to get that water 
power. Untilsuch data are furnished they 
cannot claim that their plan of constructing 
the channel is an economical one. 

Mr. Cooley and his aiders and abettors, ex- 
Mayor Harrison included, have been asked to 
state how and at what cost this flow of 600,- 
000 cubic feet per minute which is to make 
this grand water power was to be obtained. 
Mr. Cooley has stated explicity that not more 
than 300,000 cubic feet could be delivered by 
Where the re-

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water power. It is utterly impossible to get 
600,000 cubic feet of Iake water into a drain- 
age channel except at fabulous expense, and 
efforts to persuade people to make the atteinbt 
by dangling a water power before their eyes 
will be fruitless. For they will want to know 
what that water power is going to cost, and 
when they are told four times what it will 
bring they will not have it. 


GLORYING IN THEIR SHAME. 

The Boston Herald publishes a letter re- 
ceived by it from E. D. Stark of the National 
Executive Silver eommittee, and dated from 
the headquarters of that committee at Wash- 
ington, The writer assumes to poke fun at 
the idea that somebody hes recently discov- 
ered it to be the intention of the silver men to 
“out a depreciated currency on the country.” 
He says: ‘Try and take in the notion that 
the dollar is off and needs reforming—needs 
depreciating’’; and volunteers the informa- 
tion that the paper is as ignorant of what is 
going on in the country as it is on the merits 
of the question. 

Certainly those who have given the silver 
men credit for supposmg that free coinage 
would not depreciate the value of the dollar 
have been blind as to their true position. 
Tux Trrevunsz has all along charged that the 
leaders in the movement were deliberately 
aiming at such debasement, and sought to 
cloak their designs only long enough to carry 
the poiat. Apparently they have concluded 
they are far enough alung on the road to be 
able to drop concealment now, whether in 
hope or desperation may be judged by the 
reader. But there is no longer any room to 
doubt. This flat-footed avowal made by 
authority from the headquarters of the silver 
ring admits that its aim is to fasten upon the 
country a depreciated dollar. : 

This shameless declaration that the dollar 
needs depreciating, with the accompanying 
acknowledgment that it is intended to depre- 
ciate it by the passage of a free coinage law, 
ought to sink deep into the heart of every 
honest man who wishes to pay others what he 
owes them and collect what is his due. The 
avowal should be duly pondered by every pen- 
sioner, as that of a man, speaking for another 
lot of men, every one of whom wishes to pare 
80 cents from the value of every dollar he is to 
receive in return for services rendered the 
country in the hour of its darkest need. It 
should be well weighed by every working man 
and woman who has a doposit in the savings 
bank, and not forgotten that the proposed law 
would at one stroke take away $500,000,000 
from the buying power of the bank deposits 
in the United States, a large part of 
which belongs to the workers, It should be 
pondered by every one who holds a policy of 
life or fire insurance, the aggregate of which 
is about $24,000,000,000, and the holder should 
not omit the consideration that fully a quarter 
of these policies have been issued by foreign 
companies, the stockholders in which would 
at once be released fcom 30 per cent of their 
present liabilities the moment the Bland bill 
became a law. That act would be tantamount 
to making a present to foreigners of an 
amount more than equal to the total of money 
in circulation in this country, and exceeding 
even the total liabilities of all the banks in 
the Union, State as well as national. Truly 
this would be a grand relief measure for the 
workingman, whose interests are claimed by 
the St. Louis howlers for free coinage to be 
their chief consideration. 

This loss of 30 cents on the dollar would be 
only the beginning of sorrows to the millions 
of people who have accumulated a little ahead 
as a provision against the needs of the future. 
There is grave reason to fear that with the 
adoption of free-silver coinage on the proposed 
basis the value of the silver dollar would soon 
drop to 50 cents; or even lower than that. 
Congressman Harter of Ohio has openly 
stated on the floor of the House that the 371K 
grains of pure silver in the dollar is now be- 
ing produced at a cost of 41 cents, and not a 
single one of the silver maniacs has had the 
hardihood to contradict the assertion. With 
free coinage the silverdollar would only cir- 
Culate at its bullion value, the same as gold 
now circulates in coin at its value in bullion, 
and it is only fair to presume that 
the cheapening in the cost of produc- 
ing silver has not yet reached its limit. Not 
much of a further additional cheapening 
would be required to give us a 40-cent dol- 
lar, establishing the commercial ratio as 40 
to 1 for the values of equal weights of gold 
and silver. Then it would take two and a 
half dollars to buy as much as can now be 
purchased with a single dollar, and how much 
better off would the people be? For the 
answer to this question let them look at 
Argentina, where the circulation is about $100 
per capita and the dollars are worth barely 
25 cents each because of the great plenty of 
the money.“ 


INDICTMENT OF THE WHISKY TRUST. 

It was reported some months since that the 
trusts and their methods were to be investi- 
gated by United States officials with the in- 
tention to prose¢ute them for violation of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust law. The statement was 
rather widely regarded as one that would 
never be verified, but this was a mistake. The 
prominent men in the whisky combination 
have been indicted by the Federal grand jury 
at Boston, and deputies were sent out yester- 
day with instructions to arrest them. Among 
the men thus libeled as offenders are Presi- 
dent Greenhut of Peoria, ex-Secretary Gib- 
son, who has previously been under arrest;

The at- 
tempt to break down and choke off competi- 
tion is so utterly demoralizing that all classes 
are interested in seeing it stopped in short 
order, and if the passage of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust law proves effectual in abolishing 
the enormity, it must be recognized as one of 
the most beneficial legislative measures 
which have been enacted during the present 
century. 


THE FALSE REASONING OF MR. BLAND. 

In speaking of bullion purchases of silver 
Mr. Bland claims dogmatically in his report 
that silver cannot fall below the value which 
the government gives it at the mint because 
the mint is an open market for all of it at a 
fixed price.“ Does he imagine that there are 
many people whose intellects are so weak that 
they can be caught by sophistry like this? The 
mint stamp merely certifies that a disk of sil- 
ver, called a dollar, contains 871 grains of 
pure silver, but, unfortunately for Mr. Bland, 
the mint stamp does not determine the pur- 
chasing power af that round piece of metal. 
Other factors which governments cannot con- 
trol fix that. While the government stamp 
can make a 70-cent dollar a legal tender for 
the payment of debts it does not force any 
one to sell his goods for it and hence gives it 
no purchasing or buying power. The United 
States might coin 100 grains of silver into a 
dollar and make it a legal tender for the ben- 
efit of debtors, But there its power would 
end, : 

Free silver coinage would mean a vast in- 
crease of silver currency —so vast that it could 
not be kept at a parity with gold—and the two 
metals would separate, the former losing the 
dollar buying power it possesses now. Each 
would serve for the purchase of commodities 
to the extent ofits commercial value, the sil- 
ver dollar buying 30 per cent less of everything 
than the gold one. The fact that twenty-three 
grains of pure gold will buy more than 520 
grains of silver would determine the purchas- 
ing power of coins made out of the respective 
metals, 

Mr. Bland does not admit the truth of this. 
He says that the bullion 41244 grains of 
standard silver is always worth a dollar, be- 
cause the law so deelares. For certain pur- 
poses it unquestionably is. It can be used to 
pay debts with and cheat creditors. The gdv- 
eroment can hand it out to the pensioners 
and tell them if they do not take it they will 
get nothing. The government itself will ac- 
cept it for customs duties and internal reve- 
nue taxes. But money has other uses in the 
United States. It is employed for the pur- 
chase of labor, of transportation, the prod- 
ucts of the forests, farm, and mine, etc. The 
declaration of the government has not the 
slightest effect on the value of the money used 
for those purposes, If the mint stamp corre- 
sponds with the facts, and if that which the 
government calis a dollar actually is one, 
then the government dollar will be at par— 
otherwise not. If the government were to 
put twice as much gold in a dollar as it does 
now and call the product a dollar the coin 
would buy twice what it does‘ now. Were it 
to put in only 50 per cent of the present 
amount of gold the coin would buy only half 
what it does now. 

It cannot be that Mr. Bland believes as 
firmly in the omnipotence of Legislatures as 
he professes to. If he did he would be a 
fiatist, for if Congress can make a farmer 
take for a bushel of wheat which is worth a 
dollar in gold a silver dollar worth only 70 
cents it can make him take a paper dollar the 
intrinsic value of which is but a cent. Revo- 
lutionary France tried by force to make men 
take cheap money for their goods. So did 
the United States during the Revolution. The 
soldiers were called in to make the shopkeeper 
take the cheap dollar which the law declared 
was a good one. The experiment failed. 

When Congress legislates in defiance of 
natural laws, its declarations are not worth 
the paper they are printed on. If the United 
States were to plunge into the free coinage of 
silver, its dollars would cease to be dollars, 
and the country would find itself speedily in 
the metallic condition of Mexico, whére there 
is free coinage of gold and silver and where 
by law a silver dollar is as good as a gold one, 
But for some reason which Mr. Bland may 
perhaps explain, gold does not circulate, and 
the silver dollar has only its bullion and not 
its legal purchasing power. It might be 
well for Mr. Bland to cross the Rio Grande 
and study the workings of free coinage in the 
neighboring republic. He might not be as 
ready then to Mexicanize”’ the currency of 
the United States. 


CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE M’KINLEY 

The constitutionality of the McKinley law 
has been sustained by the Supreme Court,

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READING DESPITE THE TORIES. 


Loud Cheering Rose from the Opposition 
Benches, Although It Was Not a 
Government Deteat—Conservatives Ob- 
jected te the Socialistic Principles of 
This Bill Promoted by the London 
County Counciil—United States fmigra- 
gration Commission's Statements. 


Lowpon, Feb. 29.—In the House of Com- 
mons today the bill promoted by the London 
County Council proposing to connect the 
trainways of North and South London was 
opposed by the Conservatives as putting in 
practice the socialistic principles held by the 
majority of the Council, The Liberals sup- 
ported the bill. After a long debate the 
measure passed its second reading by a vote 
of 160 to 158. The announcement of the vote 
wes greeted with opposition cheers, though it 
was not a government defeat. The division 
was conducted with the keenest interest. 
There was a whip out on each side. The re- 
. sult was tantamount to a Liberal victory. 

Replying to a question the Right Hon. 
James Lowther, Parliamentary Secretary of 
the Foreign Office, stated that the government 
had not yet received a copy of the report fur- 
nished to the American authorities by the 
United States Emigration Commission, He 
said, however, that the statement con- 
tamed in the report to the 
effect that during the last eleven 
years there had been an organised 
movement in Great Britain to send ex-con- 
victs to the United States was a repetition of 
the allegation made in 1890 by the United 
States Committee on Immigration. It was 
tnen shown to the United States Government 
that the statement was devoid of foundation.

GOODALL COMMITTED FOR TRIAL 


On the Charge of Unlawfully Wounding 
and Causing Gedily Harm.” 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpow, Feb. 29.—The preliminary hearing 
in the case of the Rev. Mr. Goodall, charged 
with having, on the evening of Jan. 11, at- 
tempted to assault Mrs. Siddalis, Who was the 
only other passenger in a railway car in which 
he was riding, was resumed in the Tamworth 
Police Court today, having been adjourned 
from time to time heretofore on account of 
the inability of the lady to appear as a wit- 
ness against her alleged assailant. Mrs. Sid- 
dalls was seriously injured by fallmg from the 
train and her mind gave way for the time be- 
ing, but good medical care and nursing have 
finally brought about convalescence, The 
formal charge againét Goodall is unlawfully 
wounding and causing grevious bodily harm 
to Mrs. Siddalis. The latter, as she 
appeared in court today, showed the 
etfects of her recent sad experience. She was 
so weak that it was necessary for her husband 
almost to carry her to the witness stand. She 
is a good-lookihg woman, and gave her age 
as 26 years. She described the attemot of the 
prisoner to assavit her, and told how, finding 
himself unable to overpower her, Goodall 
finally thrust her out of the compartment. 
She managed to cling to the footboard for 
some time, but at last became exhausted and 
fell to the ground, sustaining serious injuries. 
It is not true, as at first reported, that sbe had 
got out of the car herself in seeking to avoid 
Goodall. The fact was that she strug- 
gled with him until he dragged ber 
to the door and forced her out, thus 

ractically throwmg her from, the train. 
She remembered tiothing after her fall 
until she arrived home after being discharged 
from the hospital. The first thing she remem- 
bered was kissing the children on reaching 
home. Then her memory began to come 
back and three days later she began to recall 
events in the order of their occurrence, and 
was able to tell a connected story of what oc- 
curred in the railway carriage. 

This line of testimony was called out by 
an attempt of Goodall’s counsel to show that 
the lady was not in a mental condition to tes- 
tify 22 Other witnesses testified to 
having seen Mrs. Siddalls trying to attract 
the attention of the passengers in the carriage 
previous to her fall. Goodall’s counsel main- 
tained that Mrs. Siddalls was an exceedingly 
nervours woman, and, finding herself alone 
with a man in the compartment, became 
alarmed and grew hysterical; thatshe mistook 
a sympathetic remark from Mr. Goodall for 
an attempted familiarity and lost her head 
completely; that she rushed from the carriage, 
clung to the footboard, and finally fell from 
the train. The court was unable, however, to 
accept this version of the affair, and decided 
to commit the reverend prisoner for trial. 

Mrs. Siddalls’ story carried conviction with 
it, and popular sympathy is all on her side. 

Von Moltke’s War (Correspondence, 

The first volume of Count von Moltke’s war 
correspondence is of interest chiefly to stu- 
dents of military tactics. The volume con- 
tains 146 letters relating to the Danish war of 
1864. The foresight of Von Moltke was shown 
as early as 1863 when writing to Von Roon of 
the necessity of a plan of concentration so 
the army would be ready to meet the 
French. He said that the pian ought. to 
be based upon the solid codéperation of 
the whole of Southwest Germany, especially 
of Bavaria. The development of the plans dis- 
closes the fact that he attached the greatest 

importance to the general international situa- 
tion. He repeatedly urged the maintenance 
of the general staff as a necessity for partial 
or general mobilization. He wrote to King 
William in 1864 that should Saxuny and Han- 
over, as then seemed possible, join Denmark 
the seat of war would be transferred and a fresh 
mobilization would) necessary. His re- 
ports to King William comment upon the 
strategy leading to the siege and capture of 
Duppelin in March. He thought the time 
would have been better spent in landing in 
Alsen and in occupying Funen.

Death in Congo State of Count d' Ursel. 


The news has just been received in Brussels 
from Africa of the death, through fever, at 
1 Congo, of Count Ernest d' Urtzel, 
26 years old, who commanded the military 
force in the Luluabourg district. He was a 
brilliant Belgian officer, son of Senator d’Ur- 
sel and nephew of the Duke of Hainault. Count 
d’Ursel left for Africa in January, 1891, with 
the young Prince de Croy. A great deal was 
made at the time of the fact that two such 
young noblemen had entered the Congo State 
in the service of the Bing and it was expected 
that the aristocracy would largely follow their 
exampie. Count d’Ursel’s rapid collapse will 
probably disappoint this hope. It will be

Concerning the sugar bounty clause the 
court held it was an obvious error to say that 
the validity of the whole act could be ques- 
tioned by questioning this section. There was 
no such contention. The importers who were 
appealing had no direct interest in the valid- 
ity of the sugar bounty section itself, and the 
court did not, therefore, enter into any dis- 
cussion of the constitutionality of that sec- 
tion. 

REED’S COUNT WAS CONSTITUTIONAL. 


The House Has a Right to Count Members 
Present but Not Voting. 

Wasuinetonr, D. C., Feb. 29.—[Special. ]— 
The mbdst important finding of all the Su- 
preme Court decisions today is the one which 
affirins the constitutionality of the quorum 
count, so called, of Speaker Reed. The case 
was brought up on the Dingley Worsted bill. 
The question was decided not as a political 
but as a legal one, and that may account for 
the three Demucratic Justices on the bench 
agreeing with their brother Justices that the 

uorum count is constitutional. It is, as 
aker Reed always held, a constitutional right 
of the House itself to take cognizance of the 
bodily presence of the members who were 
in their seats. The ex-Speaker was greatly 
pleased with the decision. He got a printed 
— 2 aud read it ae „ making comments 
as went along. “But really,” said Mr. 
Reed, I do not see how the court could have 
found otherwise. My position was good law, 
as well as common sense.“ 
The decision regarding the quorum is, néver- 
theless, distasteful to the Democrats. In the 
last Congress they railed against the quorum 
bitterly, because, they said, the count was un- 
constitutional. Now that the Supreme Court 
upholds the position taken by Speaker Reed 
the Democrats have nothing to do but to bow 
to it. They did not incorporate their quorum 
count in their code of rules for this Congress, 
but they got far * along to accept the 
principle laid down by the Congress 
that there is a power lodged in the House to 
stop filibustering. And they put this power in 
the Speaker through the medium of the Com- 
mittee on Rules. 

The Circuit Court in New York, in giving a 
decision on the Dingley Worsted bill, had held 
that it was not valid, because the Speaker 
counted a quorum when the bill was passed. 

court, in a unanimous opinion rendered 
by Justice Brewer today, reverses this and 
holds that the Dingley act is constitutional. 
Justice Brewer, in the opinion, says the rule 
giving the Speaker power to count a quorum 
is valid, and the House had the power to make 
it. There is nothing on the face of the Ding- 
ley act to make it valid, and the question 
arises whether there is anything in the facts 
disclosed by the journals of the House. He 
says the journal must be appealed to to 
speak the truth, and cites the conclu- 
sion reached by the court in the 
McKinley decision that it

Eleven Houses Are Raided—Prof, 
Insists Upon Action. 

Mirwavuxer, Wis., Feb. 29.—([Special.]—

Keeping the Facts Secret. 

So careful were the officials to keep the 
facts secret thatit was given out that Mr.

As far as I can see,“ said United States 
District-Attorney Milchrist—**and, although I 
have not read the indictment, I am tolerably 
well posted as to its contents—there is no de- 
tense that Gan be properly set up by Greenhut 
and others—that is, no defense as to matters 
of fact. The concern is clearly a monopoly, 
and the certificates of rebate issued by the 
company prove that. 

What the Certificates Show. 

These certificates show plainly an effort not 
only to hold a customer for all time, but to 
make him sell at prices fixed for him by the 
seller. Here is one of thuse rebate certifi- 
cates,” and the District-Attorney drew a slip 
of paper from his desk. This paper, a re- 
bate certificate for $84, shows that a buyer is 
entitled to a rebate on liquors bought of 
the firms and individuals whose names appear 
on the back, if durmg six months following he 
buys of no other parties and has sustained the 
prices set by those firms and individuals, That 
proves the monopoly. Of course it may be 
argued that we have in this country an iron 
trust, an oil trust, a binding-twine and other 
trusts, but I doubt if any of them can be 
shown as clearly by their own papers to be 
monopolies. This case appears to mé to be 
clearly a violation of the Anti-Trust law and I 
don’t think the government is disinclined to 
enforce its own statutes; therefore I do not 
see any defense as to matters of fact that can 
be set up by the men mentioned in the indict- 
ment. That they will find some defense in a 
technicality or something of that kind some- 
where 1s to be ex „however. 

The fact of this indictment coming from 
Boston, continued Mr. Milchrist, simply 
shows that in the East are braver men than 
here in the West. Some time ago United

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GREENHUT IS NOT DISTURBED. 


He Thinks Malice Played a Large Part in 
the Securing of the Indictments. 

Pzorra, III., Feb. 29.—[Special.|—J. B. 
Greenhut, the President of the Distillers’ and 
Cattle-Feeders’ Association, was seen this 
evening. He had just been served with a 
capias on the indictments found against him 
by the United States grand jory in Boston, but 
did not sem to be at all disturbed. The trust 
has been expecting some such action. In an- 
swer to a question Mr. Greenhut said he had 
nothing to add toa statement made some 
time ago and which was published in Tun 
Tumpxx. The indictments were probably pro. 
cured by rivals in the trade and through political 
influence. He believed the remedy should 
have been through civil process, and not 
through indictment, as the civil law was cer- 
tainly adequate. He believes the indictments 
were found under the Sherman anti-trust law 
and related to the rebate system. Ifthe re- 
bate system was deciared contrary to law it 
would certainly seriously injure the business of 
the Distillers’ and Cattle-Feeders company. 
There has been a fight made on this 
ever since it was first suggested, as some 
of the stockholders were then opposed to it, 
he said. It wastried and has worked well, 
however. The best legal talent in the coun- 
try, which has been obtained by ‘the associa- 
tion, says it is perfectly legal, and does not 
in any way interfere or offend against the 
Sherman law. The association is reluctant to 
be at war with the government, but will fight 
as long as there 18 any show. 

It is avowed that in the peculiar form in 
which the suit has been brought—by indict- 
ment—this will be uphill work and all the 
sympathies will be against the association, but 
he does not despair. Mr. Greenhut has been 
making arrangements to spend a few months 
in Europe with his family, and days the pres- 
ent proceedings will only temporarily delay 
his visit, as he will give whatever bond is re- 
quired and go to Europe with an easy mind. 


HELD THE INDICTMENTS SECRET, 


District Attorney Allen Talks of the Whisky 
Trust Cases. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 29,—[Special.|—The 
announcement from Chicago this afternoon 
of the arrest of the magnate of the whisky 
trust, recently indicted in this city by-tne 
Federal grand jury, created no little interest 
in State street, Boston’s financial center. Dis- 
trict Attorney Allen of Boston was reticent and 
would mage no statement when the news first 
came, but iate in the afternoon he was officially 
informed by wire that Messrs. Greenhut and 
Hennessey been arrested and had given 
$10,000 bail to appear before the next term of 
the United States District Court in Boston, 
and that Mr. Morris was in California. 

Mr. Allen stated that now that he had re- 
ceived word of the arrest of the officials he 
had no objection to saying that indictments 
had been found ¢ ing the officers of the 
trust with a violation of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust law. Mr. Allen also added that never 
he believed, in the history of the courts had 
there been a case presented where as much 
pressure Was brought to bear upon the Dis- 
trict Attorney not to prosecute as in this 
particular instance. e further stated 
that indictments were reported 
Feb. 23, and p at once on 
the secret flles and the strictest instructions 
given to the clerks of the eourt not to divulge 
the fact of the finding of an indictment, lest 
the newepapers should publish the fact and 
the persons proposed to be arrested escape. 
Mr. Allen, in reply to an inquiry, said that he 
knew that some of the officers had intended to 
leave the country. . 

It is believed here that the blow dealt the 
whisky trust from the Massachusetts arm uf 
the ederal courts will be a forcible 
one, and little doubt is entertained 
thet President Greenhut and the other 
officers will be brought here on bench war- 
rants and held for trial in the United States 
District Court, and the result will be that the 
trust will be driven out of the State. 

There are certain firms in this State which 
act as the nts of the trust in selling 
its goods, These firms have books con- 
taining printed vouchers: Whenever a 
purchaser desires a number of gallons of 
whisky he secures the quantity through the 
dealing firms, pays seven cents more per proof 
gallon than the trust’s price, and is given a 
voucher for the amount in excess of the real 
cost of the article, This is the rebate voucher. 
At the end of six months he sends his vouch- 
ers to Peoria and gets his rebate money. If 
he has meanwhile bought whisky of any other 
firms than those which are nts of the trust 
he loses his entire rebate. e trust makes it 
its business to ascertain just exactly from

River District Senators Think It Is Too Se- 
vere and Will Offer Amendments on 
Tuche Grounds—Position of Boies Indi- 
cated by Dent's Actions Hill Not Scared 
Over the Proposed Boom for Gen. Palmer 

Friends of the Latter Don't Consider 
Him in the Race. 

Dus Mornzs, Ia., Feb. 29.—[{Special. ]—The 
Democratic opposition to the Gatch bill 1s be- 
ginning to crystallize into something like defi- 
nite she pe. There will be a dozen Democrat- 
ic Senators who will not vote for it as it is, 
declared a prominent Democratic Senator to- 
day. For myself,“ he added. I will vote 
for it if the caucus says so. I can swallow 
anything the.rest of them can, but the people 
of my district are roaring about it.“ The 
Senator in question representa a river district, 
and the returns are decidedly opposed to the 
bill on the ground that it is too restrictive. 
Another Senator, also from a river district, 
said: rt 

** You can see by looking over the bill that 
it is terribly severe. For instance, it practic- 
ally disfranchises a man who votes m a resi- 
dence ward. If he wishes to have saloons in 
the business wards his vote doesn’t count, for 
if it is cast in a residence ward where no one 
wants a saloon the bill provides that in any 
ward or township which goes ‘dry’ at the op- 
tion election no saloons may be established, 
and so he has no voice in granting the right to 
locate a agioon where he may desire to have 
one. Ihave an amendment providing that 
when the county votes, if a majority of the 
votes are for license and any ward or town- 
ship is dissatisfied, a second election may be 
called in such ward or township to decide the 
matter for the ward or township.”’ 


Democratic Subcommittee at Work. 


The Democrats in thé; Senate held a caucus 
this noon and appointed a subcommittee, con- 
sisting of Senators Kelly, Schmidt, and Grene- 
weg, to thoroughly canvass the bill and report 
upon it to the general caucus. This commit- 
tee is unquestionably hostile to the bill as it 
is. Senator Schmidt thinks his own bill, 
which was defeated, is far preferable, and be- 
sides he does not hesitate to openly announce 
that he will not vote for the Gatch bill, unless 
it is ynoditied, “‘caucus or no caucus.” Sen- 
utor Greneweg is the author of the bill for 
which the Gatch bill was offered as a substi- 
tute. His bill is similar to the Schmidt bill 
except in a few details. He is also positive in 
his Oppositition to the Gatch bill in its present 
form. Senator Kelly says that there are nu- 
merous flaws in the bill. 

He thinks the section requiring the consent 
of the residents of both sides of the street for 
200 feet each side of a proposed saloon is far 
too sweeping, for if it was desired to locate a 
saloon on a corner at a street intersection it 
would uire the cousent of residents on 
about 1,280 feet of street frontage. An amend- 
ment has been prepared which would reduce 
this requirement to the property-owners on 
sixty feet of street frontage on each side of 
the proposed saloon and only on one side of 
the street. 

These are a few of the objections that are 
made to the bill, and it is probable that many 
more will be brought up when the caucus 
meets. Senator Gatch, the author of the bill, 
is opposed to accepting any material amend- 
ment and has said that he will vote against 
them. Let the bill pass as it is or not at all,“ 
he says, and then in twe years from now there 
will be ample time toamend it. Butif the 
bill has the Opposition of the river county 
Senators it is believed that it has support in 
the high quarters. 5 


Gov. Roles Maintains Silence. 


Gov. Boies maintains a discreet silence and 
puts off all inquiries as to his position with 
the remark that it is not his place to say any- 
thing that might look as though he desired to 
influence legislation. However, Senator Dent, 
who is known to stand closer to the Governor 
than any other Democratic Senator, supports 
the bill. He had it in his possession the day 
before it was introduced and canvassed it 
thoroughly, and his support is believed to be 
a pretty pointer as to the sentiment in 
the Executive office, and this fact is being used 
by some of the opponents of the bill. 

Democratic Rep tatives from the river 
districts have openly charged today that Boies 
„wasn't a good Democrat, anyhow.” The 
Democratic members of the House, too, are 
beginning to talk out in meeting on what they 
term the “‘exclusiveness of the Democratic 


Senators,“ and here Senator Bolter, as Chair- 


man of the Democratic Caucus committee: of 
the Senate, comes in for a share of the blame. 
One Democratic r in discussing 
the matter today said: 

„We of the House don’t know anything 


about what is going on in the councils of the 


Democratic Senators. Senator Bolter will 
not calla conference, and he seems to prac- 
tically ignore us. There was no joint caucus 
called on the Schmidt bill until we in the 
House demanded it, after the Senators had 
amended the bill reducing the bond and cut- 
ting the number of signatures uired toa 
petition for an election to two. Then we in- 
sisted on a joint caucus and forced the Sen- 
ators to recede from their amendments.”’ 

So it seems that the bosses in tne Senate 
have got a pretty rocky road in front of them, 
and the Gatch bill is adding to their troubles 
wonderfully. The rank and file of Democratic 
members are clamoring that if they don’t vote 
solidly for the bill the Republicans will have 
them at a serious disadvantage, while the 
bosses are getting it hot from their local 
constituencies, where the present law is all 
they want if they can’t get a low-license law, 
and so the row continues, with the Republic- 
ans as interested spectators, and clearly in 
possession of the vantage ground. 

Bills in the Senate. 


In. the Senate today a bill was passed giving 
cities, towns, and counties the right to rebond 
indebtedness outstanding at the present time. 
Also a general sensing act legalizing the 
acknowledgments of instruments of rec- 
ord up to Feb. 1, 1892. 

Senator, Dodge’s bill to protect persons, a- 
sociations, unions of workingmen, and others 
in their labels, trademarks, and forms of ad- 
vertising was engrossed. It provides for re- 
cording such trademarks in the office of the 
Secretary of State and punishes counterfeit- 
ing by a fine of from $25 to $100 or imprison- 
ment; also provides for enjoining the use of 


counterfeit labels and confiscation of goods 


bea such labels. 

The Senate passed a concurrent resolution 
asking for the election of United States Sena- 
tors by a direct vote of the people, 

Work of the House, 

In the House the bill to prevent prize fights 
was passed. It provides a fine of not less 
than $100 or more than $1,000 or -imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for principals and a 
fine of $100 to 3500 for abettors, and makes it 
the duty of peace officers to report to a magis- 


trate when they suspect such a contest is 


being arranged for, and the parties shall be 
placed under bonds. , 

The larger part of the session was devoted 
to the discussion of the bill for farmers’ in- 
stitutes. The bill provides for the discussion 
of certain topics at such institutes, and Mr. 
Briggs offered an amendment to drag in the 
tariff question in the discussion of the cost 
of farming implements by compar the 
price lists of the same machines in the United 
States and Europe. The further considera- 
tion of the bill is a special order for tomor- 
row morning.

We suggested that he see a phy- 
sician, and in company with Housman, 
Myer, Harry Varnell, and old Chicago friends 
we proceeded in a carriage to the Hotet 
Dieu. We found the physician absent, but 
we repaired to the Charity 12 pital and called 
for Dr. A. B. Myles. The doctor being out, 
we drove to the office of Dr. J. D. Hunter, 
where an examination of Tommy Ryan was 
made, Dr. Hunter examined Ryan’s throat 
and found that he was suffering froma sore 
throat and fever, the temperature bei 101. 
Being asked for an official certificateof Ryan's 
condition the doctor handed me the following:

COMMITTEE REPORT. 


The Action of the Police Nov. 12 Declared 
to Have Been Without Warrant. 

Ald. Gorman’s subcommittee of the Com- 
mittee on Police made its report on the 
Greif’s Hall raid to the full committee yester- 
day afternoon, and the entire committee, to 
escape the hearing of its eleven typewritten 
pages, adopted the report without discussion. 
The report, which has been held back for over 
two months, contains no severe strictures on 
the action of the police in raiding the meet- 
ing of the Socialistic Publishing company in 
Greif’s Hall the night of Nv. 12 and arrest- 
ing its members. The only recommendation 
was that the Chief of Police be requested to 
enforce throughout his- department such care- 
ful observance of the law by all his subordi- 
nates as will vent interference with the 
constitutional right of lawful assemblage by 
the citizens of Chicago.“ 

The report was signed by all three members 
of the subcomniittee, Aid. Gorman, O’Brien, 
and Ald. Schwerin; but after the meeting Ald. 
Schwerin. scratched off his name explaining 
that he had not had time to en mine the re- 
port, and that the attorney for the Socialists 
said it wasn't strong enough.“ 

The report cited the interview of the mem- 
bers of the committee with Corporation Coun- 
sel Miller, who told them they had no power 
to com pel the attendance of witnesses, and 
with the Mayor and Supt. McClaughry, the 
latter of whom they understood to say he 
would appear before the committee and testi- 
fy to anything except the names of the men 
who gave him the information on which the 
raid was made. It referred to the subsequent 
letter of the Superintendent 
before the committee’ to 
might be cross-examined, and gives the names 
of thé witnesses who did appear, the men who 
were arrested on the raid. After reviewing 
the evidence given the report concludes: 

The testimony submitted to your subcommittee 
was to the effect that the meetings in Greif's

VEXED BY THE U. S TREASURY RULING 


New Regulation for Importation of Breed. 
ing Animals May Hurt the World's Fair, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpon, Feb. 29.—A meeting of the Commit- 
tee on Agricultnre and Food Products for the 
Chicago World's Fair was held this evening, the 
Earl of Feveysham presiding. Earl Cathcart, 
Earl Coventry, the Hon. Mr. Burdett-Coutts, 
and other eminent persons interested in the 
matter were Nr ta the leading agri- 

eulturists of the country. Prince Christian, 
who has taken a good deal of interest in the 
success of this branch of the British display at 
the Fair, was unable to be in attendance and 
sent a letter of regret. 

There was a long discussion over the order 
of the Washington authorities that after April: 
1 no breeding animals shall be admitted free 
of duty unless accompanied by certificates 
proving their pedigree for five genera- 
tions on the side of the sire and 
four on the side of the dam. The 
order was pronounced very wnreason- 
able and entirely uncalled for. The Secreta- 
ry was instructed to write to the managers of 
the Fair that only a sroall proportion of En- 
glish breeders can comply with these require- 
ments, and that, if insisted upon, will have a 
serious effect upon the British exhibit. It was 
further pointed out that the British exhibiters 
would be placed at an unfair advantage on 
account of the fact that animals already im- 
ported from other countries would not be af. 
tected by the new restrictions. The members 
of the committee strongly expressed the opin- 
ion that animals acce] for the Royal Agri- 
cultural Society’s shows ought to be eligible 
for free admission for exhibition at the Chica- 
go Fair.

Prof, Manns Talks About the Inflammable 
Ice Find in Indiana. 

Regarding the report that a piece of inflam- 
mable ice had been taken from a section of 
gas-pipe in Indiana Prof. Albert G. Manns of 
Pi Chicago College of Pharmacy said yester- 

uy: 

An analysis of the natural gas found in 
Ohio shows the presence of 92.60 per cent of 
marsh gas, and it is probable that the natural 
gas obtained from the Indiana fields contains 
an equal per cent. Assuming that such is the 


was precisely the same as the occasional freez- 
ing of gas-pipes noticed in the city. If this 
be so the discovery can have no significance 
from acommercial standpoint. Marsh gas re- 
quires a pressure of 2,700 pounds to the square 
Sap and a temperature of 12° above zero, 

ahrenheit, to reduce it to a liquid state. Now 
the report states that the inflammable ice 
taken from a section of the pipe was found 
under a pressure of but 300 pounds to the 
square inch, which is highly improbable, un. 
less we account for it by assuming that the 
pipe froze in sections and the gas was con- 
fined between these points. If they found 
an organic substance resembling ice it 
could be explained on the ground that the 
gas had carried up with it small rticles of 
oil from the well and that this oil had been 
deposited in the form discovered, It is not 
at all likely that natural gas can be reduced 
to a solid form and thus used as an article of 
commerce. The necessary steps to reduce it 
to this form are too expensive to make it at 
all practicable, | 


Anderson Protests He Did Not Rob Her. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 29.—John Anderson, the 
Dane who is claimed by upwards of thirty women 
as husband, pleaded not guilty today to an in- 
dictment charging him with robbing the last on 
the list, Mrs. Ellen Purcell, whom he married in 
St. Lovis, of $1,200.

The complainant 
alleged that for some years, at least, it has 
been the custom of the defendant, in common 
with other railroads, to give free passes be- 
tween points in different States to various 
State and city officials, members of legislative 
bod ies, and other public officers, and such 
free passes were granted to and used by mem- 
bers of the City Council of New Orleans in 
1889 and 1890 and up to April, 1891.

- Leprosy in Canada is being gradually stamped 
out. Dr. Smith, who is in charge of the lazaretto 
at Tracadie, New Brunswick, reports that on the 
‘first of January there were twenty-five lepers in 
the institution, fourteen males and eleven fe- 
males.
